Commerce. 


Commerce is the parent of civil socicty. 
That part of Europe which first began to 
rise from a state of barbarism to civilized 
lite, was the principal cities of Italy; by 
establishing commerce with Germany and 
some other parts of Lurope: ‘The progress 
beyan, and the advantages immediately re- 
sulting therefrom, soon began to throw off 
that unsocial spirit, which betore was diffu- 
sed all over Europe, and the world. Hu- 
manity began to open and expand like the 
bud of arose; mildness of manners, laws 
and salutary institutions, were extended in 
equal pace. with commerce and civilization. 
Improvements in learning, agriculture and 
manufactures, have had their rise, and are 


still dependent on, and supported by trade. 


Without commerce in the present state of 
society, a nation will be poor. Especially, 
that whose revenue for its national suppert 
is solely derived from its trade. Com- 
merce stopped; the national and individual 
capital ceases circulation; without which, 
ho great advances can be made in any sort 
of improvement advantageous to the pub- 
lic. The enemies of commerce are noto- 
viously the enemies of man. For the God 
of Heaven and Earth, bountifully providing 
for mankind, never intended that all things 
should be found in one region, to the exclu- 
sion of others standing in need of the same: 
But from the introduction of commerce, 
the utmost wants of all might be gratified— 
by which means friendship and social inter- 
course might be extended to every one who 
sought it. And ifit be right, whieh I be- 
lieve no one will question ; to shew such hu- 
manity to all men; doubtless the same 
ought chiefly to be shewn to merchants, as 
the great promoters of commerce; who 
wandering about the world, search both sea 
and land, to carry such goods and profitable 
things as ere found in their countries, to re- 
mote regions, kingdoms and places; and 
again to bring from the same, such things 
as they there find commoious for their own 
countries: Both, as well that the people 
to whom they co, may not be destitute. as 
their countries do not bring forth to them; 
so that each one may be partakers of things 
of which they abound. By these observa- 
tions, I mean to infer (if 1 may be allowed 
ihe expression) that it was the intention of 
the all-wise Creator, to have mede the 
wants of each regton or country to be pre- 
cisely what they are, at times, as the chan- 
ges of civilized man, shall alter his man- 
ners of social intercourse. 

So far as reyards the United States at the 
present day—-l hey began as a nation, du-

ring the existence of high civilized man- 
ners, customs and laws. ‘heir national re- 
putation was first established as commer- 
cial, and in a country too, admirably calcu- 
lated to reap all the advantages which could 
reasonably be expected to result therefrom. 
As such they must continue. Every one 
will, I trust, admit the assertion, and every 
one in community, must contribute his 
warmest support of her commercial inte- 
rests, as the ereat national source 6f reve- 
nue, and of individual wealth and happiness. 
And every administration of this country, 
whatever their politics may be, will find 
themselves constrained to protect its com- 
merce, or fall, I fear, in disgrace by the 
arms of civil war or revolution.

WasnHincTton, March 2, 1808. 

Mr. GARDENIER was wounded this 
forenoon, in a duel with G. W. Campbell, 
and reports were at first so unfavorable as 
to excite the greatest solicitude ; but since 
IL began my letter, a gentleman has just 
come ia who gives a more encouraging ac- 
count. ‘his is a cordial to my heart. 
Extract of another from another friend, a 

military gentleman, same date. 
Dear Sir, 

* Mr. Gardenier received this morning a 
wound in a duel with G. W. Campbell, 
whichis not considered mortal. The ball 
entered back of the right arm pit, and was 
extractedon the fleshy part of the back near 
the left shoulder. He walked and rode a 
mile after he received the shot, to a gentie- 
man’s seat, (Mr. Lowndes) near Bladens- 
burgh, who insisted on Mr. Gardenier’s re- 
maining with him until he was capable of 
going to the Capitol Hill (7 miles distant) 
With more ease to him. Gardenier is in 
good spirits and behaved well, and you and 
all who know him, must know he would be- 
have like a brave fellow throughout this bu- 
siness, which was forced ufion him,” 

P.S. Ie reserved his fire too long, as 
his friend told me. 

Extract of another Letter. 
Caprrot, Tuurspay, March 3, ) 
Half past 3 o’clock, P. M. § 

IT have just returned from visiting Mr. 
Gardenier. His wound has been examin- 
ed today, and one of the surgeons who yes- 
terday had apprehensicns that the chest had 
been perforated, has now expressed a differ- 
cut opinion. Another of the surgeons ob- 
served, there was no alarming symptoms. 
The bali struck under the right arm, rather 
back of the arm pit, and was taken out near 
the left shoulder blade. You may, there- 
fore, imagine my solicitude, from an appre- 














hension ofits having passed through the 
chest. Messrs. Firkpatrick and Russell, 
who rémained with Mr. Gardenier last 
night, and whom I left there, spoke of him 
as better. 

My own observation, and the answers to 
inquiries made at the House, strengthen my 
hofies of a recovery ; aithough the wound has 
been painful, it has been borne with firm- 
ness; and Mr. G. appeared tranquil when I 
left him at about 2 o’clock. 

It will be gratifying to you to hear that 
your friend has received the most fattering 
attentions from the members. 

We have permission to publish the fol- 
lowing letter from one of the representa- 
tives of this state to his correspondent, which 
we do with peculiar satisfaction, because it 
comes from one who is, and always has 
been, opposed to Mr. Gardenier in politics.

It is curious enough to observe the spec- 
ulations going on at New-York and other 
distant places, on the supposition that the 
embaryo is to be soon repealed. Unforta- 
nately every day seems to strengthen the 
probability of iis long continuance. The 
supporters of the administration strenuous- 
ly adhere to the measure in the house, and 
appear determined out of the house te cling 
to it with the gripe of death. ‘The debate 
to day on the suppleimentary embargo law, 
possessed considerable interest. Me. Liv- 
ermore delivered a speech in support of 
the commerce of this country, replete 
with sound sense and manly argument. In 
the course of his observations, he showed 
the indisseluble connexion between come 
merce and agriculture, insisted that even a 
Virginia planter without the conveniences 
aliorded by commerce, would be little bet- 
ter than a Kamskedale, er en Osage Indian. 

Almost every day furnishes additional 
proof of the hostility ef the slave states, 
towards the navizatinginterest of the north. 
This is exemplified by the burthensome 
and needless restrictions imposed on fisher- 
men ; by stopping all trade between the 
people of our northern frontier and that of 
Canada; and above all by the emuargo, 
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which strikes atthe reot of all our com- 
merce, and seems calculated eventually to 
accomplice the object so long-eherished by 
Virgisia patriots, the complete annihilation 
of American shipping. ‘fhis would, ina 
considerable degree, tend to assimilate the 
people of the north to the condition of the 
lower classes of white people in the slave 
states, a condition little better than that of 
the peasants of Poland or Germany, thotigh 
it has been impious!y styled the proper 
state of God’s chosen people. 

$y information from Georgia, we learn 
that the four representatives in congress 
from that state (Messrs. Crawford, Bibb, 
Cobb, and Smelt) who voted against the 
embargo have become extremely popular 
im consequence of that vote. ‘The law isin 
that state universally condemned. 

Mr. Crawford abovementioned is in the 
senate. When Mr. Baldwin, the former 
senator from Georgia, died, the govenor, in 
the recess of the legislature, nominated a 
Dr. Jones to supply thé vacancy. Dr. Jones 
accordingly came on and took his seat in the 
senate at the beginnig ofthis session. The 
legislature of Georgia met about the same 
time und chose Mr. Crawford to supply the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of Mr. 
Baldwin. Mr. Crawford immediatcly came 
on, and Dr. Jones was obliged to relinquish 
his seat, after having held it but a few 
days. 

By letters from North Carolina we learn 
that the people of that state, in conse- 
quence of the embargo, have agreed by 
‘common consent to efof /gw. They will 
neither permit any writ of execntion to be 


levied nor any goods to be sold at auction 
pursuant to such a writ.

The editor of the Richmond Hhfhuirer, 
which is considered as an official paper of 
the administration, states that he is assured, 
that Mr, Madison, if elected president, wiil 
never sign a bill to satisfy or compromise 
the Yazoo claim. 

The information from Virginia, relative 
to the result of the presicential election in 
that state, is so contradictory that we can 
place no reliance upon it. But it appears 
very munifest that both the Madisonians 
and Munroeites are determined on giving 
the union a Virginia president, and each 
party would rather sacrifice its candidate 
than accept a president from any other 
glatc. 

Tueurspay, March $. 

Mr. Sloan, while speaking to day on the 
public contract bill stated the principle which 
invariably guided his conduct in debate. He 
never rose, he said, to intrude his thoughts 
unless he saw somethine going forward dan- 
gerous to the rirhts and liberties of his coun- 
try.

Mr. C. remarked on the distinction between 
farmers and planters, who, though oiten 
confounded, were a very different ktod of 
men. The farmer who worked himselfin 
his yard, and the planter who never labored, 
but commanded a hundred negroes. could 
not be referred to the same class. Mr. ©. 
divided men into two classes, the stimulating 
and the stimulated class, and dwelt much 
on this distinction. He appeared to use 
these terms in a sense correspondent with 


the productive and unproductive class of 
Adam Smith. 


After wasting several days in idle debate 
upon the subject, the house of representa- 
tives have, at length, passed the public con- 
tract bill, the object of which is to forbid the 
officers of government making contracts 
with members of congress, and to exclude 
ali contractors from a seat in the national le- 
gislature. 


Mr. Randolph, after an absence of several 
weeks from the house, appeared yesterday, 
and resumed his seat ; but he appears very 
feeble, and is not able to walk without diffi- 
culiy. It has been said, that as soon as his 
health permits, he will offer a string of re- 
solutions on the state of our national! affairs. 

The house was not very full to day, as se- 
veral gentlemen of different politics went 
out to see Mr. Gardenier, who remains near 
Bladensburgh. They report that there are 
no alarming symptoms ; but the case is of 
such anature, thatan absolute decision can- 
not be pronounced. His recovery is gene- 
rally considered probable, though not cer- 
tain. / 

Sarurpay, March 5. 

At eleven o’clock, Mr. Mayvruder, the 
clerk, observed that the hour to which the 
house adjourned, had arrived. Mr. Bassett 
said the speaker was still unwell, and una- 
ble to attend, but his health was better than 
yesterday, and on Monday he would proba- 
bly be ableto resume his place in the house. 
He therefore moved an adjournment, which 
was imimediately carricd without a civision, 
There were not more than 40 cr 50 men.

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It may be presumed that previous to the close of 
the present session, Congress will be possesoed of

The following joint resolution, on the important | 


sw oject of opening and improving a Water Commu- 
nication from the Hudson to Lake Erie, has passed 
both houses of the legislature of this state, 
Whereas the President of the United 
States, by his message to Congress, deliver- 
ed at their mteting in October last, did re- 
commend that the surplus monies in the 
treasury over and above such sums as could 
be apptied to the extinguishment of the na- 
tional debt, be appropriated to the great na- 
uonal objects of opening canals and meking 
turnpike roads. And whereas the state of 
New-York, holding the first commercial 
rank in the United States, possesses within 
herself the best route of communication be- 
tween the Atlantic and western waters, by 
means of 2 canul between the tide waters of 
the Hudson river and Lake Erie through 
which the wealth and trade of that large 
beg of the union bordering on the upper 
es, would forever How to our great com- 
mercial emporium. And whereas the le- 
@islatures of several of our sister states have 
Wade great exertions tO secure to their own 











states, the trade of that wide extended coun- 
try west of the Alleganies, under natural 
advantages vastly inferior to those of this 
state. And whereas itis highly important, 
that those advantages should as speedily as 
possible be improved both to preserve and 
increase the commercial and national im- 
portance of this state: Therefore, 

Resolved, That a joint committee be ap- 
pointed to take inio consideration the pro- 
priety of exploring, and causing an accurate 
survey to be made, of the most eligible and 
direct roufe for a canal, to open a commn- 
nication between the tide waters of the Hud- 
son river and Lake Erie, to the end that 
Congress may be enhabied to appropriate 
such sums as may be necessary to the ac- 
complishment of that great national object.

A few days ago a book accidental!y feti in- 
to my hands, entitled the History oi the rey 
Hugh Peters, Chaplain to Oliver Cromwell ; 
written by the Rev. Samuel A. Peters, LL. 
D. Atthe bottom of one of the pages | 
found a note, of which the following isa 
copy. 
An account of the Babtism of the Green-Moun- 


tain, by the Rev. Samuel A. Peters, LL. LD. 
Bishop elect of the State of Vermont. 


VERD-MONT, was a name given to 
the Green-Mountain, in October, 17638, by 


-the Rev. Dr. Peters, the first clergyman 


who paid a visit to the thirty thousand set- 
tlers in that country, in the presence of 
Col. faplin, Col. Wiles, Col. Peters, Judge 
Sumner, Judge Sleeper, Capt. Peters, 
Judge Peters, and many others, who were 
proprietors of a large number of townships 
in that colony. ‘Lhe ceremony was per- 
formed on the top of a rock, standing on 
a high mountain, then named Mount Pis- 
gah, because it /rrovided to the company, 
a clear sight of Lake Champlain at the west, 
and of Connecticut river at the east; and 
overlooked ali the trees and hifis in the vast 
wilderness at the nerth and south. 

The babtism was performed in the fol- 
lowing manner and form, viz. Priest Peters 
stood on the pinnacle of the rock, when he 
received abottle of spirits from col. Taplin ; 
then haranguing the company. with a short 
histery of the infant settlement, and the 
prospect of its becoming an impregnable 
barrier between the British colonics ia the 
south, and the late colonies of the French 
in the north, which might be returned in the 
next century to their late owners, for the 


_ sake of geverning America by the differ- 


ent powers of Europe, he continued. “ We 
have here met on the rock Etam, standing 
on Mount Pisgah, which makes a part of 
* the everlasting hill,” the spine of Africa, 
Asia, and America ; holding together the 
terrestrial ball, and dividing the Atlantic 
from the Pacific Ocean; to dedicate and 
consécrate this extensive wilderness “ 10 
God manifested in human flesh,” and to give 
iia new name worthy of the Athenians 
and antient Spartans ; which new name is 
ees: in token that her mountains 
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and hills shal! be ever green, and 
er-die.”——And then poure 
round him, and cast the 
Etam. The ceremony being over, the 
company descended Mount Pisgah and 
took refreshment in a log house kept: by 
capt. Otley, where they spent the niet 
with great pleasure. After this, Priest 
Peters passed through most of the settle- 
ments, preaching and babtizing for the 
space of eight wecks; in w hich tl 
babtized nearly twelve hundred c 
and adults.
